Policy Is Curious 


Sir Edward Grey’s foreign policy at 
almost every point, but especially at 
those points where it touches. Russia 
and Russian interests, is difficult to folé 
low; but however viewed, it would seem 
to be equally divorced from 
politics and the actual and obvious needs 
of the moment. Persia’ needs money, 
says Sir Edward Grey, and until she 
gets money there is not much chance of 
her being able to wrest any semblance 
of order out of the present chaos within 
her borders, and yet some four or five 
months ago Sir Edward Grey stood by 
and watched without remonstrance and 
even with approval the dismissal, at the 
instance of Russia, of the one man, 
Morgan Shuster, who, in a few short 
months at the Persian treasury, had 
given abundant proof of his ability to 
rehabilitate the finances of the country, 
and of the substitution in his place of 
Russian influence. 

Money is necessary for the restoration 
of order, but money cannot be obtained 
until order is restored.

Edward 
Grey recently in the House, and as the 
Persian, faced with this dilemma, flies 
now to this remedy and now to that, it 
is clear that there is and that there is 
intended to be but one end, and tKat 
end is not far distant.

REVOLUTIONISTS 
IN NICARAGUA GET 
AMERICAN RIFLES 


W ASHINGTON—Information has been 
received here that the Nicaraguan re- 
volution is being financed from the 
United States. 

It has been suspected that American 
capital was being employed by General 
Mena, but statements recently made in 
New York by General Estrada, former 
President, who followed the Zelaya re- 
gime, and by Mr. Weitzel, the Ameri- 
can minister at Managua, show that 
General Mena has in his possession about 
20,000 American rifles. HOw he obtained 
these arms is a mystery. 

Mr. Weitzel says the revolutionary 
forces in their bombardment of Managua 
brought up large quantities of ammuni- 
tion from Grenada and Masaya. 

The possession of such a large amount 
of war material indicated that General 
Mena had received strong financial 
support. Mena has rallied only a few 
thousand men to his cause to carry his 
20,000 rifles, 


HOUSE VOTES TO 
REFUND DUTIES 


WASHINGTON—The House passed the 
Ourley bill, reported favorably out of the 
ways and means committee by Congress- 
man Peters, refunding to certain im- 
porters of Boston and New York 833,000 
in duties paid on lace machines and parts 
of lace machines imported by them. 

According to the Payne law, passed in 
1900, in importation of these was to be 
permitted free of duty until Jan. 1, 1911, 
this being done to encourage the estab- 
lishment in the United States of lace- 
making industries. The people importing 
these machines did not, it seems, know 
of this gratuity of Congress and kept 
right on paying a duty which the custom 
house exacted until finally it became 
known that the machines could be im- 
ported free. The money, however, had 
been paid in, $10,000 of this coming 
from Boston.

found Mr. Rane in the university mu- | 
seum, close to Wadham College, and had 
an interesting talk with him there and 
in the museum grounds. 

Mr. Rane, arriving at Liverpool 
from America, passed through London 
to Oxford. He that had 
particularly impressed by even the little 
he had seei on his way of the agricul- 


of the country came here to attend the

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tural side of England, and that he had 
also been very much struck by the view 
he had got of the south of Ireland from 
the deck of the ship as i. steamed along 
it. The land had struck him as being | 
extraordinarily weil cultivated and well 
kept. 


Farmers Praised 


The farmers in England in particular | 
appeared to take an immense pride in 
their property anu to keep it, so to 
speak, swept and garnished in a way 
which was an extraordinary contrast to 
what one saw in many cases in America. 
He was also particularly impressed by 
the height and the good appearance of 
the corn, which, in spite of the much 
longer time the land must have been | 
worked in England than in America, 
none the less yielded such fine results. | 
In New England, he explained, the land 
had been worked with so little thought 
of the future that the ‘corn had become | 
so poor that it was’cut in a green state 
and used as fodder. The finenegs of the 
crops, in.the old country, was ‘evidegtly 
due, in his opinion, to a systematic cul- 
tivation of the soil and to the up-to-date 
methods he had everywhere observed. 

Another point which had impressed 
him particularly was the manner, in 
which the hay was used for farm stock 
instead of being sold as it would be ‘n 
America. The English farmers, he 
pointed out, were in this ‘way provided 
with a plentiful stock of manure at far 
less cost than would be thé case if they | 
sold their hay as was the habit in the 
United States. 


Congress Valuable | 


Turning to the congress itself, Mr. | 
Rane said that his object in attending 
it was to gain all the information he | 
could from what others were able to'| 
tell him, and in this he had been most | 
successful. He had had many conversa- 
tions, he went on, with delegates from 
foreign countries, many of them promi- 
nent for their knowledge of forestry, 
and he felt that the connections he had | 
formed, in this way, would be of the 
greatest assistance to him later on in 
obtaining information, specimens, or any- 
thing else he might require. 

He mentioned that he had paid a visit 
to Bagley Wood, the property of St. 
John’s College, Oxford, under the guid- 
ance of Dr. Schlich, the head of the school | 
of forestry at Oxford. The fact that the | 
wood was used as a game preserve mili- | 
tated, of course, to some extent, against | 
its perfection ag a training ground for | 
foresters, but he had nevertheless been | 
able to gain a great deal of useful in- | 
formation from his visit to it. He found 
however that it was the practise for. 
those who wished to complete their edu- 
eation in forestry, to visit Germany, 
where the science of forestry was very | 
thoroughly studied and worked out. 

The one thing above all others, Mr. 
Rane explained, which had brought him 
to Europe, and with respect to which 
he desired to gain information, was the 
most efficient means of overcoming the 
ravages of the gipsy moth. 

This moth was the bane of the forests | 
of Massachusetts and every conceivable 
means was being taken to get rid of it. 
One method that had been followec wae 
in the importation of the calosoma 
beetle, which was the natural enemy of 
the moth. Large numbers of these 
beetles had been imported, and these had 
multiplied enormously, but he was still 
on the look out for useful parasites to 
counteract the moth’s depradations. Sev- 
eral varieties of the beetle had been 
imported into the United States and he 
hoped to succeed in finding others. 

Mr. Rane explained that in additiun 
to this method of protecting the trees 
plentiful sprinkling of them with chemi- | 
cals was practised. This was done as 
systematically as possible, but naturally 
it entailed a prohibitive expense if the 
work was to be done in any thorough- 
going manner. Certain fungi had also 
been applied to the trees, which had) 
some effect. . | 

Mr. Rane explained that he himself | 
and e few of the delegates to the con- 
gress were stopping at New College, 
where they had breakfast and dinners_ 
im the college hall.

This Zelaya story may be an ordinary canard, though it must

About the lowest average temperature 
the cocoanut will thrive in 78 or 80 
degrees Fahrenheit, but in this neighbor- 
hood temperatures of this reading are 
rare. An annual rainfall of at least 70) 
inches is of all things necessary, and a 
rainfall of less than this amount will 
seriously affect the crop. The most fer- 
tile soil is the alluvial flats, where rain 
falls frequently, but not enough to flood 
the flats for long periods. Brown loam 
of a gravelly texture is often selected in 
and about Cortez. If deep loamy sand 
is obtainable, it responds at once to di- 
rect cultivation, 

In alluvial soil particularly the planter 
at°the start must carefully keep down 
the growth of weeds and plant life about 
the trees.

Tanning Developed

a three days’ bath are taken out and 
the hair removed. They are next put 
back in the same bath for six weeks to 
soften and prepare the skin for a thor- 
ough scraping. At this stage, in curing 
deer and other small skins intended for 
the uppers of moccasins, the native 
method is to cover the scraped skins 
with ground corn thoroughly cooked, as a 
means of softening the skins further. 
Oak, salaam, shocum, red mangrove bark 
and locust are used to complete the 
tanning in three weeks. Leather pre- 
pared in this manner is known as “va- 
queta” and is so pliable and soft that 
even among the wealthier classes these 
skins are used as beds. With the ex- 
eéption of the corn-softening process all 
sole leather is prepared in the same way. 
A very good estimate of the leather 
used in British Honduras for home 
shoe wear and prepared in_ this 
old native fashion would be 1000 pounds 
of deer skins and 8000 pounds of ox 
hides. With each trip of the native tan- 
ners to Belize American shoes are carried 
into the northern country, but are al- 
ways kept for purposes of dress not 
work.

THE most interesting fact in European pollt- 
tics today is that, in spite of the ringing of 
rivetters’ hammers in the dockyards of Kiel 
and Plymouth, Germany and the United 
Kingdom are drawing steadily closer 
together. The Byzantines may manufacture 
war scares, but the common sense of the two 
countries is beginning to understand that 
these publicists are engaged in “making a 
kf sete noise to drown an echo.”” Perhaps the last 
straw has been the proposal to reproduce the North sea situation in 
the Mediterranean, and to make the rivetters of Triest and Spezzia 
as busy as those of Kiel and Plymouth. Austria, with whole bat- 
teries of bronze field guns to be rearmed, has shown a commendable 
anxiety to avoid the manufacture of four-inch guns, and has made 
an advance, in a semiofficial way, to Downing street, which is 
destined to bear fruit. It is, of course, denied that this advance has 
been made; that is the abstruse method of diplomacy. When the 
world is to be acquainted with a new departure, somebody commits 
an unpardonable indiscretion, in order that somebody else may con- 
tradict it. 

If there are any two powers between whom an entente should 
be possible, they are Germany and the United Kingdom. If there 
are any two between whom one would seem unlikely, they are the 
United Kingdom and Russia. So topsy-turvy, however, 1s diplo- 
macy, that the latter combination and not the former 1s the accom- 
plished fact. Yet, in spite of all the efforts of Sir Kdward Grey's 
statecraft, the United Kingdom is becoming as impatient of the Rus- 
sian entente as it is over its bad relations with Germany. The con- 
fidential embassy of the Marquis Katsura to St. Petersburg has not 
been without its effect, and the drawing together of such antagonistic 
elements as the Muscovite and the Japanese in the far east 1s making 
the friend or ally of those two powers think furiously. It is not 
as if anybody believed that the alliance was one of peace. On the 
contrary, the politician in the street realizes that it is the cry of 
peace, peace, when there is no peace! What Russia and Japan are 
interested in is territory which does not belong to them, and of 
which the United Kingdom is pledged to maintain the integrity; 
and, as a matter of fact, the German empire is just as interested in 
maintaining the integrity of that country as 1s the United Kingdom. 

As in the far east, so it is in the middle east and the near east. 
If Russia is anxious to swallow Mongolia, she is just as anxious to 
swallow Persia; and if the United Kingdom is interested in main- 
taining the integrity of China, it is even more interested in maintain- 
ing the integrity of Persia. So long as the integrity of Persia is 
maintained, the trade of the Persian gulf is open to all nations. The 
moment the Russian eagle could be hoisted over the gulf zone, that 
moment there would be custom houses levving a tariff, not onlv 
against the imports of the United Kingdom, but against those of 
Germany. Finally, the destiny of Russia pushes her forward to 
Constantinople, and a naval base in the Mediterranean. ‘The United 
Kingdom is no longer as interested in frustrating this as it once was. 
The occupation of Kgypt and the acquirement of (Cyprus has made 
all the difference to it in the eastern Mediterranean. Since the 
Crimean wal, however, Germany has become a great power, and 
German interests in the near east, to say nothing of the interests of 
the triple alliance, by no means coincide with Russia’s destiny. From 
Hongkong to the Dardanelles, British and German interests are 
the same. Where they clash is in some no man’s land, of which the 
Byzantines are the only Columbuses.

tive to artificial rubber and its possibilities 
was prepared before the announcement of the 
practicability of synthetic rubber. The 
author is Prof. F. Wily Hinrichsen of Ber- 
lin, and the Scientific American has given it publicity. Here is 
taken the position, now becoming quite a common one among schol- 
ars, that the introduction of synthetic rubber while aiding generally 
and very largely in the expansion of industries in which rubber is 
employed, will by no means drive the natural product from the mar- 
ket. The price may fall, but this will not prevent ifdustry and trade 
in natural rubber from being profitable. New uses will absorb all 
that can be produced naturally and artificially. 

There is a possibility that we are now about to enter upon the 
rubber age. It is not going too tar, according to Professor Hinrich- 
sen, to imagine the noiseless street, and noiseless traffic in general, 
as a result of the cheapening of rubber to the point where it might 
be put into common use. Rubber tires and rubber pavements have 
already been successfully used, but only to a limited extent. Sup- 
pose that they might be used to an unlimited extent, what a mar- 
velous change it would make in town and city life! 

Synthetic rubber will be very different, if its success is all that 
is claimed for it, from substitutes for rubber of various kinds. Most 
of the latter are valueless because of their inferior elasticity. We 
take it, from what Professor Hinrichsen says, that synthetic rubber 
will bear about the same relation to real rubber that cement made 
under modern processes does to stone. It is not likely, he thinks, 
that artificial rubber will entirely displace natural and plantation 
gum, as the coal tar dyes have displaced vegetable dyes. “In all 
probability,’ he says, “the natural and artificial products will be sold 
side by side in the market, as natural and artificial silk are now sold.” 

It should be said that in an article written: by Professor Hin- 
richsen since the announcement of the discovery of the English 
process of making synthetic rubber was given to the world, he 
expresses the opinion that this process-cannot be very practicable. 
He entertains no doubt, however, as to the possibility of discovering 
a means whereby rubber, as good or even better than the natural, 
may be produced artificially. The value of the English discovery, 
however, consists in the possibility that the principle of rubber- 
making has been found. The beginnings of nearly all great discov- 
eries are crude, sometimes disappointing and even disheartening, but 
their development goes on uninterruptedly, and, it might be said, 


inevitably.

ers of the central valley of the United States. 
Much has been said, and much 1s still being 
said, with regard to the sluggish streams of 
the West and the tremendous cost of raising || _ | 
the water level toa point where it can be used — 4 Seeger 
for the generation of power. The river at Keokuk, notwithstand- 
ing the rapids extending above that city, falls only tienty-three 
feet in twelve miles, but this is, of course, much better than the fall 
of little more than an inch per mile in other parts of the great 
stream. The engineers have not been called upon as yet to contend 
with the extremely drowsy stretches; when they are, they will find 
means of solving the problem. For the present, it is enough that 
they have created at Keokuk a dam that will hold water enough to 
generate 30,000 horsepower, or about half of the horsepower all 
the companies at Niagara can develop. 

From the inception of the Keokuk project to the present time 
the work has been educational. It has grown upon the engineers 
as do all such undertakings. Such an enterprise could now be dupli- 
cated in shorter time and at less cost. This is said of the Panama 
canal, and said truthfully; it is a common experience in construc- 
tion. The machinery invented while the Chicago drainage canal 
was building simplified construction upon all the works of a similar 
character that have followed it. 

This is what gives greatest value to the Keokuk undertaking 
As one bridge followed another from the time the first caisson was 
sunk successfully in the Mississippi and Missouri river beds, until 
now a bridge may be built across one of those streams in a quarter 
of the time and at a quarter of the cost formerly demanded, so will 
water conservation reservoirs and power developing dams .on those 
streams become common in the future. Keokuk may distribute sur- 
plus power to towns and cities many miles away—even St. Louis 
expects to share in a large part of 1t—but Keokuk need not expect 
to be alone in this industry for very many years, because other points 
on the rivers will not be content until they, too, shall have solved 
in like manner their lighting, heating and transportation problems.

All of this is well. But meantime there are regions of territory on 
the banks of streams that feed into the harbor, that are populated, 
rich in industrial equipment and supplied with docks and terminals, 
end these need consideration.

To illustrate. There is the Chelsea river, which, to the aston- 
ishment of investigators, even in its present neglected condition, has 
an annual commerce of $5,000,000. Influenced by the report of 
ariny engineers and of port directors and the demands of owners 
of pier property, the government has at last decided to dredge a 
twenty-five foot channel connecting with the main harbor channel; 
and an appropriation for the work has been recommended. Experts 
predict that when the broader water highway exists, coastavise ship- 
ping will crowd into this arm of the harbor and that construction 
of piers in Chelsea and East Boston will proceesl apace.

ment of agriculture, always on the lookout 

for products of the soil that will meet some ay 
long-felt want, discovered a garden bush in Dixie that bears under 
its flower.a thick fleshy calyx pronounced by the department to be 
just as good as a regular cranberry, and, indeed, a trifle better, except 
for one thing. It is this exception that is causing the department 
inore or less concern. 

The flower of the southern cranberry bush makes excellent 
cranberry sauce. Hereafter the southerner may have native cran- 
berry sauce with his native turkey on [hanksgiving day and‘ all 
other occasions. But to be successful commercially the thick fleshy 
calyx of the Dixie cranberry bush, or roselle plant, must be good for 
the making of jelly as well as sauce. It is now good for a jelly 
up to acertain point. Beyond that point all the experience, research 
and learning of the department has thus far been unable to make it 
go. lhe best that can be done with it, apparently, is to bring it to 
the consistency of thick molasses; it wont jell. Everything the 
department and its great corps of experts can do will not make it 
jell. There are millions of people who can recall being around the 
house. as children when something would not jell. These will be 
able to realize somewhat how matters stand in the department of 
agriculture when Secretary Wilson has been spending a whole fore- 
noon or a whole afternoon in a fruitless effort to make the new- 
fangled southern cranberry jelly jell. 

Every housewife of the old school knows full well that there are 
times when things will jell and times when nothing will make them 
jell. When they won't jell, it has been the custom of the good 
housewife to take up her crocheting, her darning or her sewing, and 
wait for the conditions to change. Secretary Wilson and his corps 
of assistants might try this plan. Many a problem in housekeeping 
has been solved by a crochet-hook and a needle. Things that would 
not jell when the good housewife sat down, have been known 
thousands of times to jell beautifully as soon as she resumed her 
task in the kitchen. We do not know how Secretary Wilson feels 
about woman's influence in government, and we have no means of 
finding out at present, but it would seem that he ought to be open- 
minded enough to take her into his confidence in this matter.

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THE present session of Congress will no 
doubt be criticized for many shortcomings. 
It is unsatisfactory to many; yet, all circum- 
stances considered, the best results could not 
have been reasonably expected from a body 
sO constituted politically as to preclude the 
possibility of united action on legislation hav- 
ing a political bearing. The present session 
has been no exception to its predecessors in 
one very important respect, and it is here that 
reform in the procedure of Congress is necessary. Whether the 
House is of the same or of a different political complexion from 
the Senate, or whether the administration has or has not the sup- 
port of both houses or is lacking in the support of either of them, 
the tendency is toward an extravagant waste of time in the early 
weeks and months of each session. There are many matters that 
might be speedily gotten out of the way in the early part of each 
session. Numerous measures concerning which there is little more 
than passing or perfunctory interest, crowd the closing days of 
every Congress because they have been neglected or postponed. But 
this 1s not the most important phase of the matter. There is a 
yrowing indisposition in Congress to take up routine business and 
dispose of it. Supply bills are imperative, but, they are compelled 
to give way to matters that well might wait. As a consequence of 
the growing indifference to the urgency of supply legislation, and 
the growing and vicious custom of using it as a means of compelling 
legislation that otherwise might be delayed or defeated, several of 
the departments have been greatly hampered this year and have 
had to be carried along by extension of last year’s appropriations 
and through other emergency devices. A rule that would compel 
the early voting of supply bills would go far toward expediting gen- 
eral legislation. 

There should be no serious opposition to ample deliberation in 
Congress. What the country needs is quality rather than quantity 
in legislation. A session of Congress that passes no new laws may 
be far more deserving of praise than one that passes many. But 
at a time when there is such a decided inclination toward centraliza- 
tion, toward the assumption by the federal authority of powers for- 
merly claimed solely by and conceded to the states, the tens of 
thousands of thinking citizens who are weighing the matter will 
wortder whether the federal legislative machinery that accomplishes 
so little in nine months, as things stand now, would not be in session 
contintiously, and behind its work continually, if it should take on 
any more of the functions of the states. The greatest of the short- 
comings of Congress is its aptitude to forget that it is in session for 
business and not for partizan politics. The present session has been 
unusually forgetful .on this point, and its adjournment this week 
will be welcomed by the country for this reason if for no other. The 
presidential campaign can go on without it.

AT THE next session of Congress one of the 
most clamant causes calling for action will 
be provision for thorough revision of patent- 
law and patent-office administration made 
imperative by the recommendations of a con- 
gressional committee, which found conditions 
justifying rising popular criticism of long- 
standing abuses. Not only does the theory 
of patent monopoly need square facing and

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redefinition in the light of its possible social 
effects under altered industrial conditions, but also the trustworthi- 
ness of agents employed by the government, to safeguard the 
interests of inventors and the public, needs to be insured by restric- 
tions of a kind that the fathers of the present system no doubt could 
not anticipate. 

A way must be found by which. inventive genius shall be read- 
ily and duly rewarded and the fruit of that talent made accessible 
to the public on conditions that will prevent the suppression of dis- 
coveries that now so often takes*place. The odds against which the 
individual discoverer and manufacturer have to contend in meeting 
the open or covert antagonism of ‘great aggregations of capital must 
not be increased by any governmental rules; rather, diminished. A 
device once guaranteed as to its merit should, in due time, be open 
to competitive use, with royalties to inventor or holder of a patent, 
if the latter will not voluntarily put it on the market. The govern- 
ment cannot foster anything that makes for restriction of output 
or use or that centralizes control of mechanical genius. 


THE same forces that are making against 

perpetuity of sectafianism and duplicate f 
agencies of education and promotion of 
religion in foreign and home missionary 
fields are busy in the realm of American sec- 
tarian journalism. Hence the report that 
under the supervision of a successful secular 
journalist, backed by rich laymen, an effort

is to be made to merge and to syndicate, as 
it were, the Protestant religious press, reduc- 
ing to a minimum the process of duplication of plant and output 
so far as conditions now insuperable make it necessary to maintain 
kistoric distinctions; and also providing such journals as are found 
deserving of continued existence with that pecuniary support which 
it seems impossible to maintain as they at present are managed. 
That such a report, whatever the basis of fact it may or may 
not have, could originate is. in itself significant of conditions of 
American church life that tell of an altered state of affairs. It inti- 
nates changing loyalties and interests among the laity; altered status 
of authority of editors who in the nineteenth century were often 
more authoritative as expounders of polity and doctrine than were 
high-placed ecclesiastics or scholars of the divinity schools; and 
also it reveals a changed attitude of advertisers toward periodicals 
that are local, sectional or sectarian in scope. Where once the prin- 
ciple of unchecked competition worked fully—and to the enrich- 
nent of not a few families that controlled profitable nineteenth 
century sectarian newspaper properties—there now is busily at work 
the principle of combination, of elimination of weak rivals, and 
taking over by the sect of control of its own press. Thus at one 
time Maine, Connecticut and New Hampshire had Congregationalist 
journals that were rivals of the organ published in Boston. They 
fell, through inanition. The Congregationalist lived on only because 
it was taken over by the denomination. Now the, new scheme is, 
that surviving journals of this grade, by pooling issues, using con- 
siderable uniform matter and cooperating in production, regain a 
relative rank in journalism that is fast passing under the stress of 
conditions that cannot be met by isolated effort and small capital. 
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
